GRAND JURY REPORT. 


A Synopsis of the Same—True Bilis 
Found, Etc. 


In the District Court this after- 
rioon the Grand Jury appeared and 
submitted a final report, a synop- 
sis of which is as follows: One in- 


dictment for murder and two for 
burglury, were reported; a recom- 
meudatton that a special city li- 
ceuse be imposed upou retail liquor
